The following constitutes the reasons for this &t the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

LB 702 would eliminate the 180 day limit on autlzations for the release of health information.

Eliminating the 180 day provision preserves patgitacy rights. Without the 180 day
provision, HIPAA Privacy rule requirements wouldoap permitting individuals to state an
expiration date or event. Patients retain thietrig revoke authorizations to release health
information.

The 180 day limit is more restrictive than currfaderal law and creates a barrier to the
exchange of health information to specialist refisirpatient advocates and electronic health
information exchange. Additionally, it also limifse patient’s right to authorize or restrict access
to their health information as they so choose.
